to undetermined fluctuations before 
the harvests are'gathered and the 
money pour* into the pockets of the 
growers. Prices may be either high- 
er or lower when .marketing te in 
full swing. That they will be defin- 
itely higher than last year's returns 
however, appears certain.

FORD TAKES FIRST 


AIR RIDE WITH LINDY 


Automobile King Given First 


Airplane Journey With Lind- 
bergh at Controls 


Detroit—OP)—Henry Ford took his 


first airplane ride Thursday when he 
climbed into the cockpit of the Spirit 
of St. Louis, with Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh at Ford airport and was 
taken up. Lindbergh is Mr. Ford's 
guest at his Dearborn home. 


The plane, after taking off shortly 


before 1 o'clock and cruising above 
the field, landed about ten minutes lat- 
er. Edsel Ford was then taken for a 
ride by the colonel. 


Although Mr. Ford is an enthusias- 


tic backer of aviation and has invested 
millions in his own factory, he never 
before had consented to make a flight. 


Attaches at the field considered Mr. 


Ford's acceptance of Lindbergh's in- 
vitation as indication of the manufac- 
turers confidence in the youthful flyer. 
Col. Lindbergh spent the night at the 
Ford home after arriving here late 
"\Vcdnesday on his nation-wide air 
tour. 


Major Thomas G. Lanphier. com- 


mandant at 'Selfridge field, was the 
first to greet' Henry Ford and Col. 
Lindbergh when the 
young colonel 


brought the motor king safely to 
earth.

finance committee according- to C. G 
Blough. secretary of the state board 
of public affairs. 


Madison —M5)— Two major appro- 


priation bills, the University of Wis 
consin field house bill which would 
have cost the state $300,000 and the 
"Seven Pines Park" bill authorizing 
the payment of $200.000 for the pur- 
chase of the park of that name, were 
killed by Governor Fred E. Zimmer- 
man late yesterday along with sever- 
al other measures. 


The field house bill which would 


have brought to the university a new 
building and appropriate equipment 
was vetoed because "of the excessive 
tax levy which would result from the- 
appropriation." .

Accordingly, a small model is first 


built. This is studied very carefully 
by scientists who use all sorts of 
scientific measuring instruments 
in 


their study. 


Frequently the model is placed in 


what is known as a wind-tunnel. This 
is a. long tube, the sort of thing which 
might result if you knocked the heads 
out of a dozen barrels and then join- 
ed the barrels into a long pipe. 


STUDY. ACTION IN WIND 


A propeller is usde to drive a blast 


of wind through the tunnel at speeds 
reaching as high as 100 miles an hour. 


The behavior of the model is then 


studied in this gsle. 
Every boy and girl can get into the 


business of building model airplanes. 


Few tools are needed. A good strong 


penknife and some sandpaper 
will 


prove sufficient. Better work can be 
done, however, with the aid of a small 
carpenter's plane, a small saw, a pair 
of pliers and wire-cutters and a small 
bench vise in which to hold the work. 


Materials are also very simple. 


MOTORS ARE RUBBER 


You will need some" sticks for the 


frames of the airplane, some wire for 
braces and struts and some silk for 
covering the wings. The propellers are 
carved out of wood and bearings for 
them are made out of hatpins or 
bicycle spokes. 


The motors are made out of rubber 


bands or long strips of rubber known 
as rubber thread.

Buffalo speech, and th'at is that it -was 
made with the knowledge oc feeling that 
General Dawes would not have the sup- 
port of the Coolidge element in the Re- 
publican party for the president nomina- 
tion. In other words, the vice-president 
realizes that he is not going to have the 
assistance of the administration and that 
he must appeal to those party leaders who 
desire a change." 


Upon whose shoulders the Coolidge 


mantle will fall, if it falls at all. is open 
to wide speculation. The, president's ref- 
erences to Mr. Hoover a few months ago 
in connection with a possible'change in 
the' post' of secretary of state are looked 
upon by some as unfavorable to that 
gentleman. Nevertheless/ there are rea- 
sons for believing Mr. Coolidge's estimate 
,'of his secretary of commerce is very high, 
and that he might prefer him to any ott er 
candidate.

COOLIDGE OPPOSED TO NAV,Y

INCREASE 


A cross section of European opinion 


seems to regard the end of the naval lim-\ 
itation conference at Geneva as a failure 
of American diplomacy. Europe was cyn- 
ical when President Coolidge called the 
conference. It was politely skeptical at the 
expressions of optimism while the con- 
ference was in progress: and now is in- 
clined to say, "I told you so." 


Having long suicc ceased to pay much 


attention to abstract expressions of good 
will, the European observers do not be- 
lieve the failure of the conference will 
soon be forgotten. The}- regard it as rath-., 
er demonstrating the beginning of an em- 
barrassing gulf between Great 
Britain 


and the United States, and. since it -was 
the United States that called the confer- 
ence, the Europeans tend to place upon 
America the blame for having stirred in- 
to flame the hitherto smouldering ele- 
ments of Anglo-American discord. 


If this is true it is more than unfortu- 


nate. America called the limitation con- 
ference with the highest ideals in view. 
The step was taken with the most laud-, 
able motives. At the Washinugton con- 
ference we had had something to give 
away and other nations did not object if 
we did so. This time, however, when it 
might be expected that other 
nations 


would give up something, they sit tight 
and the conference fails. 


However the relations between 
Great 


Britain and the United States may be af- 
fected, the American naval policy, as in- 
terpreted by President Coolidge and Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur, following a 
conference in Rapid City, need undergo 
no marked change as a result of the fiasco 
at Geneva. 
The president sees nothing 


alarming in the situation and does not 
believe that anything more than the com- 
pletion of" the' moderate cruiser building 
program is required. 
He sees no excuse 


for competitive building. We do not be- 
lieve he would favor a naval race with 
Great Britain except under most unusual 
conditions. 


This is exactly the view we expected 


the president to take all along. There will 
be efforts in congress to override it and 
to launch this nation into a big navy 
project. We think it deserves to fail and 
that it will fail, and that the United States 
will go about its business largely as , if 
there had been no Geneva conference. 


SPOKESMAN FOR AMERICA? 
A prominent American educator, in an 


address to the institute of Pacific rela- 
tions, and at which 120 delegates repre- 
senting ten countries bordering the Pa- 
cific were present, is quoted as saying 
that the faith of the American people in 
the soundness of their own form of gov- 
ernment leads them to hope that other 
people may develop their national lives in 
accordance with the principles and ideals 
which have made America great. 


Is America a missionary in govern- 


ment? 


We are not in a position to argue the 


question with the eminent educator who 
made this statement. Very frankly we are 
not informed on the subject. But it has 
never been our understanding that Amer- 
ica entertained any such hopc.Onc man's 
meat is another man's poison. Because 
Americans find their form of government 
very satisfactory to themselves is no rea- 
son why they should assume it would be 
equally satisfactory to the other peoples. 
And why, in any event, stand up before 
the visiting delegates of ten other cosin- 
trics and say in effect, in the words of the 
popular jazz &ong: 


Ain't we nice, 
* 


Look us over once or twice. 
I ask you very confidential!;.. 
. 


Ain't we nice? 


Americans do think their form of gov- 


ernment is the best, and :'or Themselves 
certainly the bc«t. but why V,t permit the 
other fellow the same privilege? In the 
matter of forms of government, il may be 
just as well to saw wood a;u] ktcp our eye 
on the ball, to use a mixed metaphor. Al- 
to, in our opinion, fewer of our citizens, 
public or otherwise. s-lvuM constitute 
thcm-ehcs self-appointed spokesmen for 
the American people.

order hokum of .selC constituted food experts ami 
diet charlatans. So It you like cream on your ber- 
ries or acld'frutt with your oatmeal or lobs-lcr uith 
your dessert, why KO ahead and enjoy youiscll. 
Every man's appetite is his best suldc in s>uch mat- 
ters. 


Let's take some asparagus and see what happens. 
I can think of not less than three kinds of poi- 


soning one mtsrht srct from eating aM>aiasni«. Fir 
there is bolulit.m.-' the most fatal kind of food poi- 
•oniug ot which vc know. Anionjr the -17 outbieaks 
of this dread disease in the United States in the 
:hrec years from 1!>22 lo 1926. home canned as- 


rajats carried the botulinus bacillus in two out- 


breaks. In at leaj-t one ol those outbreaks the peo- 
ple noticed that the apsaracu" was "not just right" 
when they opened the can. but they took a chance 
and ate it. Second, there is the peculiar sensitivity 
of certain individuals to the protein of asparagus 
he eatinar of the food for which such individuals 
lave thi s "idiosyncrasy" 'quickly produces hives, 
asthma or other unpleasant manifestation of innate 
or acQUlred anaohylaxis. Then there is the oxalic 
icid in asparagrus-MioinparalivoIy little, according; 
,o the food chemists, but then, the food chemists 
:eem all balled UP about the oxalic radicle in foods 
—enough, at any rate, to teach those subject to the 
distiessina: condition' called "oxaluria" (an inadcS 
quate term for it) that they must not again indulge 
n thi«J succulent relish. So that's asnarasms. Anil 
vett asparajnis fresh or canned is a very healthful 
vegetable for all ordinary folk—it doesn't cure any- 
hing that we know, but it yields such desirable 
nutritive material as iron, phosphorus, sulphur, 
ime and the by-products of its combus'tion or meta- 
>olism favor normal excretion by kidney and in- 
estine. 
But these are not the reasons why we 


ihould cat asparafftis. as a rule, when it is avail- 
able, eather fresh or canned.; We should eat it be- 
cause it is nleasinir to the taste. 


Enough said about asnaiasrus fo indicate to the 


nquinn? mind that food poisoning can happen even 
hough we know there is no such thine at "pto- 
maine poisoning" and no particular danger or risk 
nvolved in keeoinsr any canned food in the can for 
ours or days after the can is opened if the food 
vill keep that*Ions: in any kind of container. 


Substitute any other food item for which you 
ave a pet aversion, say tomatoes or pineapple or 
valnuts or buckweat or oysters, if any of these 
electable items would fit the forejroin;r pictures 
more to yuor liking. But for goodness sake don't 
ssume that becanse you happen to have a peculiar 
ensitivity to a given food item or because your late 
unt took some of it before sho- departed the food 
s not wholesome for others if they like it. If we 
dvice every one to feed cowcumbers to the cows— 
nd then what would we do for salad? 
When food seems poisonous or "disasrees" don't 
raw hasty conclusions or sreneralizations. Likely 
nough, it isn't the food but rather the individual 
hat is abnormal.

Washington, D. C. — While nearly 


every one is wondering to some ex- 
tent how the country as a whole will 
vote in the next presidential elec- 
tion, politicians are doing a lot of 
wondering as to how the women are 
going to vote. And, perhaps more 
particular whether they will vote. 


Since the women of the country 


were enfranchised much study has 
been given to their use of the privil- 
ege. It is found that they do not use 
it to the iullGst extent; in fact are 
rather indifferent save in cases where 
issues close to women's hearts are 
involved. Such issues have been not- 
ably, women suffrage itself, prohibi- 
tion, and child labor. Women suffrage 
itself is noted primarily because it 
must be remembered 
that 
fifteen 


States had granted full-suffrage 
to 


women1 before Congress enacted the 
amendment to the national constitu- 
tion. So .the organizations of women 
working for the vote used their pow- 
r in the Suffrage States to send to

t stake. This study was of the vot- 
ng of'women in Chicago at the may- 
ralty election of 1923 and the gener- 
1 election of 1924.

For the mayoralty election it was 


ound that 33.4 per cent of the women 
ntitled to vote failed to do so be- 
cause of general indifference. For the 
•eneral election the following year 
3.8 per cent gave the same rsnson 
n 1923. 11.3 per cent o£ the eligibles 
ave disbelief in women suffrage as. 
lieir reason for remaining away from 
he polls and in 1924 this reason was 
dvanced by 13.4 per cent. Ignorance 
r timidity was -the explanation of 
.6 per cent In 1923 and of 10 per cent 
n 1924. In-the 1923 mayoralty elec- 
ion 7.7 percent gave illness as their 
cason for not voting and in 1924, 13.4 
icr cent gave this reason.

Other reasons, none

much as any o£ the above, accounted 
or the remainder.

The chief feature of 
the field was that the crop of oats "was 
heavy, another that the field was self- 
seeded with.an excellent stand of red 
clover and the third that the lines of 
rows of corn, in the field last year 
could be seen in ridges of ^overgrown 
ripe oats the length of the field. 
' The rids»s of tall oats was caused 
by the commercial fertilizer used on 
the rows of corn last summer. 
The 


clover seed 'came as the waste of a 
crop, of clover seed that was raised on 
the field two years ago. After the clov- 
er seed was removed from the field, 
the field was plowed and the waste 
clover seed was turned under. When 
the field was afterward plowed 
for 


corn, the buried seed was returned to 
the surface and from that seed the 
stand of clover in the oats grew. 


For the past eight years, Mr. Knapp 


has been fertilizing his cornfields at 
planting time with 4-16-4 commercial 
fertilizer and skipping rows each sea- 
son to check up on the effect of the 
fertilizer. 


The rows' fertilized invariably get a 


much better start in the spring than 
the other rows, show a much more 
thrifty growth, produce a bigger yield 
and ripen earlier. 


This season Mr. Knapp fertilized his 


cornfield and skipped some-rows as be- 
fore. The corn fertilizer has outstrip- 
ped the unfertilized rows very notice- 
ably.

Authorities Empowered to 


Use Own Judgment as to 
Reckless Driving 


Madison—OP)—The new speed law 


allowing: automobiles 
to 
travel 40 


miles an hour on state highways is 
subject to many exceptions as pro* 
vlded In the recent speed law enacted 
by the legislature. - 


The speed limit when passing a 


school during school recess or while 
children are coming to or leaving the 
school during the opening or closing b 
15 miles an hour, according to the new 
law. 
• . 


"No person shall,poeratc a motor 


vehicle recklessly or at a rate of speed 
greater than is reasonoble and proper 
with due legard to the width, surface 
and use of the highways and the rules 
of the road, or so to endanger" the 
property, life or limb of any person. 


"The limit of 20 miles an hour Is set 


on any highway in arty business dis- 
trict when traffic on such highway is 
controlled at intersections by 
traffic 


officers or "stop" ..and "go" signals. 
The limit on all other highways in a 
business district Is set at 15 miles an 
hour and 20 miles an hour in a resi- 
dential district and in public parks un- 
less a different speed is fixed by local 
authorities and duly posted. 


"It bhall be prima facie lawful for 


the driver of a vehicle to drive the 
same at a speed as outlined above but 
it -shall bo unlawful 
to do so when 


such speed is unsafe. 
, "Xo vehicle weighing more than 
three tons, including 
the weight of 


vehicle and load, if completely equip- 
ped with pneumatic tires shall be op- 
erated at a speed to exceed ' thirty 
miles per hour, and if said vehicle 
equipped with two or more solid rub- 
ber tires the speed shall not exceed 
twenty-five miles per hour.

The hunt at length "was abandoned 


in the belief that wolves had found the 
boy and had eaten him. 


Then, a week ago. young Indians 


came from the Oneida reservation to 
work for Ole Morgan at Morgan S:d- 
ing. They saw John Famp of Morgan 
Siding, a brother of the boy who was 
lost forty years ago, and one of the 
Indians greeted him in the tribal dia- 
lect. 


"But you'aren't Orland Denny." the 


- Indian exclaimed, looking closer. "1 


thought at first that you were. You 
look exactly like him." The story was 
unfolded then. John Famp learned of 
the man, who is white, but who lives 
among the Indians as one of them, 
"and 
has a farm on the reservation. 


Like a legend the story was told that 
a wandering band of 'Indians had 
found him years ago, lost in the 


. 'woods, a sick, hungry, exhausted little 
/ boy. and had taken him with them 


and adopted him. 
PARENTS VISIT RESERVATION 
/ A day or two ago the aged parents 
/accompanied by -sons and daughters, 
drove to the''reservation. They were 
struck by the family resemblance of 
tho paleface Indian. 


Bearing out this resemblance were 
, scars on his face and hand which were 
. strikingly reminiscent of marks borne 
by the boy who was lost—on his nose 
. a scar like that little Gustave had 


from falling against a stove, and a 
partly crushed finger, like Gustave 
had from pounding his finger with a 
hammer while driving a nail. 


The Paleface Indian himself, in bin 


limited English, could give little infor- 
mation. Besides, he had been .& very 
sickly boy and his memory is not clear 
as to his early boyhood. 


The family, feeling- sure the 


must be the lost Gustave, a making

couple who raised him are dead, bul 
they expect to find other aged Indians 
on the reservation

-fled a car with two revolvers attach- 


ed to the running board. The firing 
of the _guns told just how long it 
takes niost.people to begin to think 
about stopping. 


MEASURE DISTANCE 


-By a unique method one revolver 
la discharged to signal the c'river that 
IIP must stop the car as soon as pos- 
sible. This shot leaves a mark on tho 
highway as the car speeds along. The 
second revolver is connected with the 
brakes. As soon the the driver ap- 
plies the brakes, it is shot off auto- 
'.reatlcally. It too, leaves a red mark 
' on the pavement. 


Next the scientists measure the dis- 


tance between these two marks. As 
they know the exact speed at which 
'the car is traveling, they can readily 
figure in seconds how long it took the 
driver to stop his automobile. 


So accurate were these tests that 


an ordinary speedometer would not

A "House of Governors" composed of 


the chief executives of all the states, or- 
ganized to uphold state's rights and to 
"play a powerful part in the non-partisan 
political life of the country/' has been ad- 
vocated by Governor Albert C. Ritchie of 
Maryland to a meeting of delegates to 
the annual governors' conference. An or- 
ganization "on a stronger and more com- 
prehensive basis than the yearly associa- 
tion meeting, with a competent secretary 
and trained assistants and adequate facil- 
ities" is pictured as an ideal outcome of 
the annual conferences held by the gov- 
ernors. 


Strong and effective state action rather 


than remote and uniform federal action 
is desired, Governor Ritchie betieves. And 
he believes that the proposed house of 
governors, or a league of states, as he 
terms it,'"could so function as to uphold 
state's rights and could become in effect 
i jrnost the third house of the republic." 


The governor is more than a little right. 


Half of the issues that now eventuate in 
federal legislation and federal bureaus 
could and should be handled by the states 
and there is at present no effective medi- 
um by which or through which the de- 
mands for progressive state action can 
make themselves felt. Just because so- 
many contracts and conflicts are " inter- 
state is no good reason u;hy the states 
should not work them out if they had 
some organ of expression or direction. 


It may be that such an organization as 


that proposed by Governor Ritchie would 
have no legal standing; that ways and 
means of meeting expenses-would have u> 
be thought out; that it might only be aWe 
to advise and not to administer—yet it 
could be made a valuable organization 
and would be able to accomplish a real 
good for the country.

The gox-ernor of the Is- 
land, presumably under inspiration 
from the government In England, did 


everything he could 
to make

unpleasant for the distinguished exile. 


Before his death, six years after his 


exile 
began, 
Napoleon 
ordered 
a 


postmortem because it was his con- 
tention, that the climate had'shdrten- 
ed his life. A Corsican doctor did .the 
work, supported by one sympathizer, 
in the presence of two English phy- 
sicians. The Corsican held up the liv- 
er in plain view and put his finder 
through Jhe perforations. A vote was 
taken and as is usually the case in 
such things, the vote was thoroughly 
partisan. The English doctors 
voted 


that the climate had had no effect 
and the others that it had killed him. 
Nothing is proved either one way or 
the other. 


The charge of persecution on the 


part of the English is given some 
color by the fact-that Napoleon, after 
the battle of Waterloo" had several 
days in which to escape. His friends 
actually urged him to go to America. 
It is not impossible that he 
could 


have done so. But he gave himse.'i'-up 
to an English sea captain. Ludwg 
claims-that the captain promised him 
he would be allowed to live in Eng- 
land. The English government look-id 
upon him as an international crimin- 
al "and treated him accordingly. Na- 
poleon claimed to the end of bis life 
that the whole procedure was 'illegal. 


The fact that the story is wiitten 


by a German, high minded though 
he may"~be. mu°t be kept in mind. It 
need "not be swallowed whole. But it 
is a most moving 
conclusion of a 


great epic that was lived out in real 
life, one of the greatest real-life epics 
in the world's history.

Toward Constructing Minature Airplane

Before men ' flew In motored air- 


planes they 'flew in gliders. Wilbur 
and Orville Wright spent years experi- 
menting with englnclcss gilders 'before 
they began to uso motors. 


'The builder of model 'airplanes will 


do well to follow this example. By 
building a glider and watching it In 
\fllght ho will learn much that will be 
useful to him later on. Accordingly, to- 
day's article tells how to build a prac- 
tical model glider. 


A glider, as everyone knows, is an 


airplane that coasts on the air. It has 
no engine; it stays aloft as a soaring 


• bird does, moving forward many feet 


while it is descending one. The length 
of the glide-It can make depends on 
the speed and height with which it is 
launched and on the. construction or 
the plane. 


SMALL PIANE IN FRONT 


Since a glider is designed to coast 


slowly forward and down, it has less 
lifting' surface—in other words, a 
smaller plane—in front than behind.. 
.Construction of such a glider is 
simple. 
' 


First of all, get a piece of wood one 


foot long: and' a quarter of an _inch 
square. This wood should be straight 
as possible. Get in addition a piece of 
'stiff, thin-cardboard—wood veneer is 
better but harder to get—measuriflff 10 
inches'by'5 inchs. The' only other 
things you will need are a couple'of 
small • rubber bands cand a piece of 


i -small stiff wire about two inches long. 


Cut the'.wing's from your piece of 


cardboard. The front wing is* the 
smaller; it should be six inches by 
one and three-quarters inches. 
The 


other wing must be ten by two and 
one-half inches. Out of the remaining 
cardboard cut a piece just two inches 
square, rounding off one corner. This 
is the rudder. 


Then take your 12-inch stick. Cut

an inch off one end and cut this piece 
in half diagonally, so as to.make a 
thin wedge an inch long. Take the 11- 
inch piece and with a fine saw make a 
cut two inches long in one end. Glue 
your rudder into this slot, as shown 
in-the^accompanying diagram. 


Take the little piece of wire and 


bend it into a, hook, lashing it firmly 
to the other end of the stick as shown 
in the illustration. Your plane is now 
ready for its wings. Attach them as 
follows: 


Put the wings on the-stick as shown 


in the top view, with the big wing at 
the end where the rudder is. Fasten 
them to the stick with .the rubber 


bands—the cut at the upper 
right- 


hand corner shows how this is done. 
Under the forward end of "the smaller 
wing put the little .wedge. 


Your glider is now ready ot fly. To 


launch it another device is needed, 
much like an old-fashioned sling shot. 
If possible, get the crotch of a small 
branch or tree; or whittle one out of 
a side of a cigaret box, so that it !s 
shaped like a letter Y. To the ends of 
the prongs on the Y bind the ends of 
a strip of rubber one foot long. This 
can be made by linking rubber bands 
together or by cutting a strip from an 
old ' inner tube. 


HOW TO LAUNCH IT 


The plane is launched as shown in 


the illustration. Hold the crotch in th 
left hand, loop tho hook over the rub 
ber band, draw the plane back and le 
it go. With a little practice you wi 
find it easy to send the glider on Ion 
flights. 


Do not try.to give the plane to 


hard a start. It is better to let it tak 
the air easily, so that it floats gentl 
instead of darting swiftly. You ma 
need to adjust your plane by movin 
one or the other of the wings slight! 
A few practice flights will show yo 
the best position for them. 


When you have built your glide 


you arc ready to start on regain 
planes with motors. The next articl 
will tell you how to make propellers.

SOLD HIS PATENT 


FOR $5,500 GASH 


When Exhibiting Pictures, 


Would Lure Crowd Inside 
and Then Collect-

This man is C. Francis Jenkins, the 


Washington inventor w ho, after learn 
ngr to fly at the age of 50, has an- 
nounced a scries of inventions which 
threaten to make operation -of • air- 
planes safer than a.utomobiling. 


Chief among them, for instance, is 
launching device which Jenkins as 


serts will do away with tho need for 
ong runways at landing: fields, and 
will enable planes to leave the ground 
n very restricted space. 


LIKE ROLLER COASTER 


It consists in a short runway that 


ooks like a section of a roller coaster. 
The upper end is 32 feet high; the 
ilane to be launched is pulled to the 
:op by cable and waits there, its lanci- 
ng wheels in guard rail channels and 
ts tail skid in another channel. Its 
motors are started and it is let go; 
;ho force of gravity, plus the pull of 
:ho propellers, sends it down the run- 
way at a terrific speed. 


At tho bottom of the runway the 


guard rails pull the tail skid down 
abruptly, heading the ship up into the 
air. The plane's speed, Jenkins says, 
is now t\\ice the required lifting speed, 
and it shoots aloft quickly and easily. 
This runway, he predicts, will obviate 
the need for bi^ airports and long 
runways and will enable cities building 
airports to save thousands of dollars

projector and so became the first man 
to throw movies onto a screen.

Of these 35 were corrected. There 
weer 33S found with nasal breathing, 
327 with defects of vision, 244 defective 
thyroid glands and 240 defective cer- 
vical glands. One hundred fifty-seven 
children had defective posture and 128 
were malnourished. Defects 
of the 


eyes were found in 115 cases and five 
were corrected. Other defects found 
were: 82 skin, including rash, sores, 
etc.; 15 pediculosis and al! .were cor- 
rected; 74 heart: and seven lungs. 


There were 160 cases of measles and 


76 •whooping cough reported by the 
nurses. Chicken pox was-found in 4S 
cases, scarlet fever, 13; influenza 22, 
one case of mumps and 12 cases of 
pneumonia/ Instruction ••was given for 
the correction of 265 defects and defec- 
. live skin conditions were' 'found in 24 
cases. One case of tuberculosis 
was 


found and one of syphilis. Two cases 
of 
mental deficiency were located. 


.There were 74 undiagnosed cases, and 
133 cases reported where pupils were 
not UL There vras one orthopedic, 13 
other surgical, and seven other medical 
cases. Thirty-one children were ac- 
companied to the hospital or clinic.' 


Fourteen schools were visited and 


317 school visits made. , Complete in- 
spection •was given to 1,445 children 
and, 3,991 had partial inspections. Two 
hundred fifty Individual conferences 
•were held. One hundred pupils were 
examined by the dentist and 72 were 
excluded from school. Notices were 
sent to'3,089 parents. Classroom talks 
•were given on 180 occasions. There 
were three group talks to parents with 
120 parents attending. 


.First aid •was given to US persons 


and 38 temperatures were taken. Five 
cases of anemia were found-and-four 
orhemla. 


Teachers' health was apparently 


good in 88 cases and *Mr in 13. Their 
Interest in health was good in 87 cases 
and fair in seven. In school sanitation, 
heating was good in 11 cases, fair in 
two and poor in one; lighting was good 
.in nine and fair in five; ventilation was 
good in seven, fair in one and" poor in 


six; seating was good In 11. and poor 
In three; drinking facilities were good 
in two. fair in one and poor in three; 
toilet facilities were good in seven, fair 
In five and poor in two. 


There were 10S office interviews held, 


962 phone calls made, 19 items given 
to newspapers, and 
72 letters and 


pamphlets sent. Forty-five interviews' 
not elsewhere specified were held. 


Three health centers or clinics were 


attended and four such visits made. 
One hundred seventy six persons at- 
tended the dental clinic. Two health 
committee meetings were attended, 
three parents 
teachers associations 


attended, three nurses meetings and 
three other sessions. At each of these 
meetings addresses were made to a 
total of 503 persons. Three classes of 
mothers were taught home nursing.
